Deciduous Fruit Men W ant to 
Get Better Rates. 


Cite Citrus Shipping Cost and 
Say They Are Losers, 
Protest. Against “Boom Lit- 
erature” as Detrimental. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WATSONVILLE, Dec. 7.—The dele- 
gates to the thirty-sixth annual coh- 
vention of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association, which began here to- 
day, anticipate a lively session to- 
morrow when the report of the Com- 
mittee on Deciduous Fruits is pre 
sented. 

The committee will recommend that 
Weciduous fruit shipments be placed 
on an equality with consignments of 
citrus fruits, coming from beyond Te- 
hachepi Pass to the South. 

The committee consists of R. B. 
Stephens of Sacramento, M. E, Angier 
of Lodi and C. H. Partley of Vaca- 
ville. Theif report has been prepared 
in printed form and circulated 
the delegates, although it will not be 
formally presented until tomorruw. 
The document declares that it costs 
$72 per car less to ship oranges from 
Southern California to New York than 
it does to send deciduous fruits from 
the Sacramento and.San Joaquin val- 
leys to the same point, aithough the 
haul from the South is virtually one- 
sixth longer than from the northern 
fruit belts. 

Many specific instances showing this 
difference in freight costs are quoted 
in the report, which points out that 
@s @ resuit, fruit growérs of the 
northern and centra! portions of the 
State often contract a debt from 
handling their ¢rops.

The expedition with which busi- 
ness is disposed’ of both on the civil 
and the criminal sice of English courts 
under modern rules of procedure 
makes the delays in our courts seem 
archaic and barbarous. ‘The procedure 
in the Federal courts should furnish an 


example for the State courts. I - 
sume it is impossible, without an 
amendment to the Constitution, to 


unite under one form of action the pro- 
ceedings at common law and 
ings in equity in the Federal courts, 
but it is certainly not impossibie by a 
status to simplify and make'short and 
direct the procedure both at law and 
im equity in those courts.

CENTRAL AMERICA IN ROWS. 


INCE the Washington conventions of 1907 were communicated to 
Se government of the United States as a consulting and advising 

party, this government has been almost continually called upon 
by one or another and in turn by the five Central American republics 
to exert itself for the maintenance of the conventions. Nearly every 
complaint has been against the Zelayan government of Nicaragua, 
which has kept Céntral America in constant tension or turmoil. 

I need not rehearse here the patient efforts of this government to 
promote peace and welfare among these republics, efforts which are 
fully appreciated by the majority of them, who are loyal to their true 
interests. It would be no less unnecessary to rehearse here the sad 
tale of unspeakable barbarities and oppression alleged to have been 
committed by the Zelayan government. Recently. two Americans were 
put to death by order of President Zelaya himself. They were officers 
in the organized forces of a revolution which had continued many 
weeks, and Was in contro! of about half the republic, and as such, ac 
cording to the modern, enlightened practice of civilized nations, they 
were entitled to be dealt with as prisoners of war.—[From President's

ANTI-TRUST, COMMERCE LAWS. 
The jurisdiction of the government 
|. Over. tmterstate commerce has been left 
to the passage of the so-caliei Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and the interstate 
commerce law and Ks amendments. . 
The developments in the operation 
of those laws, as shown by indict- 
ments, trials, judicial decisions and 
other sources of information, call for 
a discussion and some suggestions as 
to amendment.

to their customers is 291 miles, while 
the average haul of magazines is 1049, 
and of miscellaneous periodicals 1125 
miles. 

Thus, the average haul of the maga- 
zine is three and one-half times, and 
that of the miscellaneotis periodical 
near four times the haul of the dally 
newspaper, yet all of them pay the 
same postage rate of one cent a 
pound. ‘The statistics of 1907 show that 
second-class mail matter constituted 
63.91 per cent. of the weight of all the 
mail and yielded only 6.19 per cent. of 
the revenue. 

The figures given are startling and 
show the payment by the government 
of an enormous subsidy to the news- 
papers, magazines and periodicals, and 
Congress may well consider whether 
radical steps should not be taken to 
reduce the deficit in the postal service 
caused by this discrepancy bétween the 
actual cost of transportation and the 
compensation exacted therefor. 

The tota) deficit for the last fiscal 
year in the Fostoffice Department 
amounted to $17,500,000. The branches 
of its business which it did at a loss 
were the second-class mai! service, in 
which the loss as already said, was 
$63,000,000, and the free rural delivery, 
in which the loss was $28,000,000.

A great saying might be made. 
amounting to much more than’ half 
the loss, by imposing upon. ms es 
and periodicals a higher rate of post- 
age.

‘I commend the whole subject to 
Congress, not unmindful of the spread 
of intelligence which a low charge for 
carrying newspapers periodicals» 
assists.

additional taxation to meet it. 

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The second subject worthy of men- 
tion in the Postoffice Department ts 
the real necessity and entire practica- 
bility of establishing postal savings 
banks. The successful party at the 
last election declared in favor of pos- 
tal savings banks, and although the 
proposition finds opponents in many 
parts of the country, I am convinced 
that the people desire such banks and 
am sure that when the banks are fur- 
nished they will be productive of the 
utmost good, The postal savings banks 
are not constituted for the of 
creating competition with other banks. 
The rate of interest upon deposits to 
which they would be limited would be 
sO small as to prevent their drawing 
deposits away from other banks.

The question of how the money de- 
posited in postal savings banks shall 
be invested ts not free from difficulty, 
bet I believe a satisfactory provision 
for this purpose was inserted as an 
amendment to the bill considered by 
the Senate at its last session. It has 
been proposed to delay the considera- 
tion of legislation establishing @ pos- 
tal savings bank until after the report 
of the Monetary Commission. This 
report is likely to be delayed, and 
properly so, because of th» necessity 
fur careful deliberation and close in- 
vestigation. I do pot see why the one 
siould be tied up with the other. It 
is understood that the monetary com- 
mission hag looked into the systems of 
banking which now _prevall abroad 
and has found that by a control there 
exercised ‘in respect to reserves and 
the rates of exchange by some central 
authority panics are avoided. It is not 
apparent that a system of postal sav- 
ings banks would in any way interfere 
with a change to such a system here. 
Certainly in most of the countries of 
Europe where contro! is thus exer- 
cised by a central authority, postal 
savings banks exist and are not 
thought to be inconsistent with a 
proper financial and banking system. 


SHIP SUBSIDY. 


| Following the course of my distin- 


guished predecessor, I earnestly recom- 
mend to Congress the consideration and 
passage of a ship subsidy bili, looking 
to the establishment of lines between 
our Atlantic seaboard and the east- 
ern coast of South America, as well 
as lines from the west coast of the 
United States to South America, 
China, Japan and the Philippines.
